Eligibility Basics 

To be eligible to run for office: 

—A candidate must be a member in good 
standing of the Student Government and 
must have and maintain a grade point average 
of at least 2.5 

— Part-time students who meet these 
requirements are eligible candidates if they 
are majoring in a department composed of at 
least 50% part-time students. One part-time 
candidate may be elected from each such 
department. 

To be eligible to run for an Executive 
Officer position a candidate must meet the 
following qualifications in addition to the pre- 
viously mentined criteria:

—The candidate must be a full-time student 
carrying no more than seventeen credit hours 
for undergraduates and nine credit hurs for 
graduate students except by approval of the 
Executive Officers and the Dean of Students. 

—The candidate must be a member in good 
standing in the Student Government at least 
one academic year previous to taking office. 

— And, candidates who are otherwise quali- 
fied to run for office in the Senate must sign 
the following statement before being eligible 
to run: 

“I have read the Constitution of the Student 
Government and do hereby certify that I am 
qualified to fulfill the office for which I am 
running." 

Candidates are deemed to be elected if they 
receive a plurality of the votes cast.

All students are encouraged to apply for 
financial aid, and to do so as early as possible. 

applications for financial aid should be in 
the Financial Aid Office by March 15, 1985. 
Anyone who cannot submit their application 
for financial aid by March 15, 1985, should 
contact the Financial Aid Office. 

Any Missouri resident who wishes to apply 
for the Missouri State Grant, a $1500.00 grant, 
must submit their Family Financial Statement 
to Iowa City, Iowa before April 30, 1985. Any 
Missouri residentstudentsubmitting a Family 
Financial Statement after April 30, 1985 will 
not be eligible for a Missouri State Grant. 

Financial aid will be awarded on a first 
come, first serve basis. Anyone applying for 
financial aid after March 15, 1985, will be sub- 
ject to limited funds.
